Theſe kinds of ſeditious acti» 
ons fo} the ſeruice of the pope and the traitours and res 
belles abzoade,haue made them traitours: not their bookes, 
no} their beades, no no} their cakes of ware which they 
call Agnus dei, no2 other their reliques,no no? pet their opis 
nions fo2 the Ceremonies oz rites ofthe Churefſof Rome: 
and thereſoze it is to be certainely concluded, chat theſe did 
iuſtly deſerue their capitall pumſhments as traitozs,though 
they were not appzehended with open armour oz weapon. 
Nowe if this latter repetition, as it wert ot all che fox- 
mer cauſes and reaſons afoze recited, map not ſerue to 
ſtoppe che boiſterous mouthes,and the peſtifcrous tongues, 
and venumous byeathes of theſe that are infected with fo 
groſſe erro2s, as to defende ſeditious ſubicctes, ſtirrers of

Wherefoze with Chyiſtian charitie to conclude, il theſe 


rebelles and Traicours, and their fautozs woulde pet take 


ſome remozſe and compaſſion of their naturall countrey, 
and would conſider how vaine their attemptes haue bene ſo 
manrp peercs, and howe many of their confederates are was 
ſted by miſeries and calamities, and howe none ofall their 
attemptes 01 plattes haue pꝛoſpered, and therefoze woulde 
deſiſt from their vnnaturall pꝛactiſes abzoade : and it theſe 
Seminaties, ſecrete wanderers, and explozatozs in the

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darke, woulde implop their traueiles in the wozkes of light 
And doctrine accowing to the vſage oftheir ſchooles, and 
content them ſelues with their pzofeſſion and deuotion: and 
that the remnant of the wicked flocke of the ſcedemen of ſe⸗

ments ſhoulde veterlp ceaſe. Againſt whoſe malices, if they 
not deſiſt, Almightie God continue her Paieſtie with 
ſpirite and power long to reigne and liue in his feare, 
and to be able to vanquiſh them all being Gods enemies, & 
eſpecially her rebels & traitozs both at home & abꝛoad, and to 
maintaine and pꝛeſerue all her naturall good louing ſub⸗
